“We find, however, in a good many 
instances, Mr. Price has not. con- 
ducted his office in an efficient and 
business-like manner. We find that in 
the purchase of sanitary supplies he 
was governed almost entirely by the 
wishes of Jack White and former 
Councilman Harry York, and in so 
doing did not represent the best in- 
terest of the‘ borough of Atlanta, but 
made himself the tool of designing in- 
dividuals. It does not seem possible 
to us that Mr. Price could continue 
from month to month buying sani- 
tary supplies through Jack White at 
prices all the way from ten to 100 per 
cent higher than the market price 
without being aware that the city was 
being defrauded. 

“We believe, as was stated by one 
of the jurors who sat on his case 
when he was tried in the courts that 
Mr. Price was undoubtedly the tool 
of the York-White combination, per- 
haps unwillingly, but certainly with 
full knowledge that all was not as it 
should be, and that he allowed him- 
self to be so used because he feared 
the loss of his position. If he did 
not know that this combination was 
exploiting his office for their own 
gain by the use of ordinary diligence 
he certainly should have known it. 

“We are, therefore, lead to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Price has been cither 
grossly negligent or pitifully incom- 
petent. 

“In either event we do not:feel that 
he can render the service to the city 
as purchasing agent that the city 
should reasonably expect, or command 
the respect of our citizens that the 
office deserves to command, and for 
these reasons we respectfully recom- 
mend that Mr. Price tender his resig- 
nation as purchasing agent.” 

Berman offered his ordinances

tion of Raymond Poincare was worse 
tonight, and friends were apprehen- 
sive as the 70-year-old statesman of 
I'rance fought an illness which one 
report said had developed into partial 
paralysis, 

Dr. Louis Boidin, who visited M. 
Poincare this afternoon, was hastily 
summoned again tonight. As he en- 
tered the war president’s little house 
on Barbeau avenue at the edge of 
Paris he told newspapermen: 

“Do not éxpect any declaration 
from me. I shall not come out again 
as I am remaining overnight.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(/)— 
Holding their own lines rigid, the 
house democrats separated enough re- 
publican stragglers from the majority 
today to beat back an attempt by 
administration leaders to put an un- 
altered $30,000,000 drouth relief pro- 
gram through that branch in prefer- 
ence to the senate’s $60,000,000 fund. 

By 205 to 159 the move to suspend 
rules and pass the house measure was 
defeated, it requiring two-thirds of 
those voting to secure passage. 

The dispute was the most spectac- 
ular of this session in the house, Led 
by Representative Garner, of Texas, 
the democrats lost only one vote— 
Black, of New York—to the repub- 
licans while 16 republicans and the 
lone farmer-labor—Kvale, of Minne- 
sota—joined them. Seventy-one ei- 
ther failed to vote or were paired. 

Although blocked in their attempt 
to prevent a vote on the senate’s $6U,- 
000,000 proposal, the republican 
plan to seek action again under a 
more liberal procedure later in the 
week. 

The house agriculture committee 
now proposes to consider the senate 
proposal with a view to attempting to 
eliminate the provisions for loans for 
food and clothing to which the ad- 
ministration objects.

She told her story more than a month 
ago and a few weeks after it had 
been published in several Florida 
newspapers, letters came to her with 
news of her relatives. 

Mrs. J. 8S. Hersey, of Hines, Fia., 
a sister, came several days ago to 
see Miss Fanning. The sisters had 
been reunited through the efforts of 
Mrs. ‘L. T. Ivey, of Green Cove 
Springs, Fla., and others who read 
Margaret’s story. Miss Fanning will 
go to Green Cove Springs to see Mrs. 
Hersey during the Christmas holi- 
days, she said. She isa fourth-year 
student at Lanier High School for 
Girls. 

Miss Fanning learned she has an- 
other sister in Miami, Fla., and a 
brother, Fred Lang, in Massachusetts. 
All she knows of the Miami Sister is 
her first name—Bessie. 

Margaret’s father and mother were 
separated before she was born and 
her mother died soon after her birth. 
She was left in the care of a grand- 


mother, a Mrs. Benford. She does not 


know where they lived, but, she says, 
it must have been in the mountains 
somewhere, for she remembers “sheep 
running down the mountain side.” 

Miss Fanning’s desire to know her 
brothers and sisters, if she had any, 
became more acute for Miss Fan- 
ning last summer when she visited her 
aunt and uncle, Mr. and Mrs. V. H. 
S. Johnson, at Crescent City, Fla. 
Mr. Johnson was mayor of Crescent 
City. They told her she probably had 
brothers and sisters, but they did not 
know who, or where.

‘ Recommended 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(®)— 


“The family on the far-away ranch, the 


miner, the rural housewife and the 
metropolitan listener would have equal 
radio conception advantage under rec- 
ommendations made today to the radio 
commission. 

In a report recommending that 20 
of 24 stations be permitted to increase 
their power to 50,000 watts, Ellis A. 
Yost, commissioner examiner,» held 
“the rural and small town listener is 
entitled to receive better radio broad- 
casting than it is possible for the local 
and regional stations to provide. . 
All are entitled under the law to 
radio broadcasting service both of 
transmission and reception, equal to 
that provided the metropolitan listen- | 
er.’ 


He urged that all clear channel sta- 
tions use the 50,000 watts power to 
carry through this idea, 

Statio WAPE at Birmingham, 
would continue to share its time with 
KVOO at Tulsa, Okla., under Yost’s 
report. 

His report was based on hearings 
granted the stations between Septem- 
ber 15 and October 16. The recom- 
mendations must be acted upon by 
the commission. 

The commission itself today adopted 
a plan for extending radio licenses 
after January 31 for six months in- 
stead of the three-month periods for- 
merly used.
